Nashville,  Tenn. — (BP) — South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  Cooperative 
Program  receipts  for  the  first 
four  months  of  this  year  are 
248.533.13.  This  shows  aa  increase 
of  351,428  J8  or  12.13  per  cent  for 
the  same  period  last  year.  The 
figures  were  released  by  Porter 
Routh,  treasurer  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

Designated  gifts  are  up  38.3T  per 
cent  over  last  year  for  the  same 
period,  a  gain  of  $682,073.8*. 

Total  gifta  including  both  Coop¬ 
erative  Program  and  deal  gristed 
gifts  increased  16.55  per  cent  qf 
$1,033,502.18.

Alaskan  Pastor  Tolls 
Of  Unusual  Experiences 

Alaskaa  Territorial  Labor  Union 
president,  painter,  fiddle  player, 
evangelist,  and  book  store  owner 
are  some  of  the  accomplishments 
of  the  pastor  of  one  ef  Alaska’s 
largest  Baptist  Churches. 

Rev.  Felton  H.  Griffin,  pastor 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church  to  An¬ 
chorage,  who  ia  in  Texas  to  preach 
in  a  revival  at  the  CatUDea  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  near  Corpus  Christ! 
and  speak  at  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  Houston  next  month, 
visited  Dallas  Baptist  Headquar¬ 
ters  this  week  and  told  some  of  his 
nine  years'  experiences  to  Alaska 
which  make  most  pastor*  work  ap¬ 
pear  calm. 

Nine  years  ago  Felton  Griffin 
wai  p* storing  a  Texas  Baptist 
Church  when  he  read  that  Alaska 
was  almost  three  time*  the  sue 
of  Texss  and  had  a  good  chance 
of  becoming  the  forty-ninth  state. 
Pastor  Griffin  said,  *T  couldn’t 
think  of  paatoring  a  Texas  church 
in  what  might  become  the  second 
largest  state  in  tha  union  ae  after 
much  prayer,  our  family  moved 
north.” 

The  First  Baptist  Chureh  ef  An¬ 
chorage  waa  glad  to  have  the  Rev¬ 
erend  Griffin  aa  their  petoer  but 
they  had  only  25  members  and 
the  cost  ef  living  waa  high  in 
Alaska.  This  didn’t  bother  the 
new  pastor  who  had  worknd  aa  a 
painter  to  Texas  .He  joined  the 
local  labor  union  and  bw  year* 
later  while  serving  as  a  delegate 
for  hi*  local  organisation  was 
elected  President  of  the  Alaskan 
Territorial  Federation  of  Labor. 

Aa  his  church  begaa  to  grow  to 
tta  present  membertodp  ef  858, 
Pastor  Griffin  gave  up  hia  paint¬ 
ing  job  and  devoted  ful  time  to 
hia  church  which  has  rtartod  six 
additional  Baptist  Churches  to  An

People  at  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  are  improving.  At 
least  they  are  when  it  come*  to 
hitting.  At  the  Chicago  Conven¬ 
tion!**  virtually  every  ■P*J»r 
the  word*,  “great,  greater,  great¬ 
est "  and  other  expression*,  until 
,lt  became  ridiculous.  No  one  coul«l 
remember  hearing  that  word  used 

during  the  Convention.  Not  even 

a  person  from  Texas  said  anythin* 
shout  being  greater,  the  largest.  <* 
a  comparison  like  that.  •  1 

Manv  declared  that  the  preach- 
Ing  was  not  a*  good  a*  in  former 
▼ears.  The  sermons  were  not  long 
hut  thev  lacked  vital  fire  to  hold 
the  audience. 

The  only  audience  participation 
was  in  the  singing  of  a  few  songs. 

Having  special  numbers  and 
mass  choirs  from  various  college* 
does  not  develop  audience  parti¬ 
cipation  Some  thought  that  the 
singing  by  choir*  wa*  not  op  to 
standard.  • 

Another  improvement  could  be 
made  in  tlie  reading  of  report*. 
The  rcjiort*  are  printed  in  the 
Book  of  Renorta.  Nearly  every¬ 
body  can  read.  Some  of  those  wl»o 
read  |t»f  reports  didn't  read  them 
well  If  thev  have  to  be  read.  |»eo- 
ple  should  be  chosen  who  can  read 
the  report*  rather  than  to  have 
somebodv  read  them  just  to  honor 
them,  or  to  have  them  on  the  pro¬ 
gram. 

This  editor  would  *ay  that  the 
high  points  in  the  speeches  were 
the  president’s  address;  Ramsey 
Pollard's  speech  on  temperance;  a 
short  message  by  W.  A.  Criswell. 
Dallas,  Texas;  some  person  from 
the  floor  speaking  on  R.  A.  work 
and  the  unusual  lerrifie  outburst 
of  Baptist  position  and  publicity 
hv  president  Gray  on  Fridav  niuhL 
This  speech  made  Convention  hi*- 
tore. 

One  proposed  by-law  change  by 
A.  J.  Barton,  the  constitution  and 
by-law  writer  and  authority  was 
voted  down.  He  posed  to  make  s 
full  three  year*  elapse  on  a  hoard 
before  a  person  could  be  returned 
to  the  same  position  after  rotating 
off.  As  it  now  stands,  a  person  may 
be  re-elected  to  the  same  hoard 
after  the  lapse  of  one  year.  This 
Editor  feels  that  the  voting  down 
of  this  amendment  was  regrrtable. 
It  permits  the  election  of  someone 
else  to  a  hoard  on  certain  condi-

Christian  Education 

Tlie  month  of  June  is  the  one 
month  in  the  year  when  Christian 
Education  is  emphasized  through¬ 
out  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion. 

Mississippi  Baptists  are  trying 
to  do  even  better  by  naming  the 
week  of  May  31  to  June  7  as  a 
time  when  ail  are  asked  to  major 
on  Christian  Education  and  our 
five  Mississippi  Baptist  schools.  , 

Much  of  .our  future  depends 
upon  our  support  of  Christian  Ed¬ 
ucation  today,  for  out  of  these 
schools  must  come  the  leadership 
of  our  churches  for  the  future, 
their  convictions,  their  interpreta¬ 
tions.  their  attitudes,  their  em¬ 
phasis  is  being  determined  by  the 
schools  and  by  the  ideals  and  at¬ 
titudes  of  the  professors  under 
whom  they  study  today. 

Knowledge  fs  power.  As  the 
great  French  General  of  World 
War  I,  General  Foch.  said,  “Battles 
are  won  the  day  before.”  Locd 
Wellington  expressed  the  same 
idea  in  different  words  when  he 
said.  “The  battle  of  Waterloo  was 
v  on  vears  before,  at  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  and  Eton." 

Or  as  the  famous  German  Phil- 
osplier,  Humbolt  said,  “Whatever 
you  would  put  into  the  state,  you 
must  put  into  the  schools.” 

Christian  education  is  the  very 
nerve  center  of  our  Baptist  life. 
Our  Baptist  work  would  be  par¬ 
alysed  were  there  no  Baptist 
schools  where  our  ministers,  mis¬ 
sionaries  and  others  could  receive 
mental  and  spiritual  training. 

1  his  should  emphasize  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  Christian  college 
In  our  Baptist  life.  We  have  never 
seen  a  time  when  we  were  in 
greater  need  of  a  strong  Christian 
education  program. 

To  insure  the  future  stability  of 
our  Baptist  churches  and  the  ever 
ex|Minding  program  of  world  wide 
Baptist  work,  we  must  have  sn 
ever  increasing  supply  of  intelli¬ 
gent,  well-informed  fully-trained, 
spirit-filled  leaders,  and  there  is 
no  place  to  train  them  as  they 
should  be  trained  but  in  our  swn 
Christian  schools. 

Just  here  we  would  remind  you 
of  a  weighty  fact,  tellingly  signifi¬ 
cant.  It  is  that  unanswerable  srgu- 
ment  for  Christian  schools!  A  large 
majority  of  the  Christian  leaders, 
lavmen  and  preachers,  come  from 
Christian  schools.  At  least  nine 
of  every  ten  foreign  missionaries 
•re  the  product  of  our  Christian 
schools.  Most  of  the  Chief  Justices 
of  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  came 
from  Christian  colleges;  approxi¬ 
mately  85  per  cent  of  our  presi¬ 
dents,  who  were  college  graduates, 
came  from  Christian  schools.  Two 
thirds  of  our  Congressmen"  who 
have  “made"  “Who's  Who"  were 
graduates  of  Christian  colleges, 
and  69  per  cent  of  all  named  in 
“Who’s  Who”  wers  trained  in 
Christian  schools. 

Therefore  we  must  rally  to  the 
support,  both  spiritual  and  finan¬ 
cial.  of  our  schools  so  that  they 
will  be  adequate  for  this  ever- 
enlarging  task.  Our  Mississippi 
Christian  schools  are  distinctive 
from  secular  schools. 

1.  They  are  supported  and  pray¬ 
ed  for  bv  thousands  of  loyal  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptists.  In  large  measure 


our  increasing  facilities  for  Christ¬ 
ian  education.  Christian  education 
ia  a  must  for  our  Kingdom  en¬ 
deavors. 
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Commencement 

Season 

A  host  of  our  fine  young  Bap¬ 
tists  are  graduating  from  college 
during  the  present  commencement 
season.  They  have  invested  four 
years  of  assiduous  study,  diligence, 
work  and  planning.  'Not  only  have 
they  grown  in  knowledge,  but  in 
stature  and,  we  hope,  in  “favor 
with  God  and  man." 

Commencement  is  a  fitting 
word,  for  they  will  now  com¬ 
mence  to  learn,  and  commence  to 
uee  the  knowledge  they  have 
gained. 

Too  often  we  as  students  com¬ 
plain  about  how  hard  the  teachers 
are.  Out  in  the  world  of  every¬ 
day  living,  the  lessons  we  learn 
and  the  assignments  that  come  to 
ns  are  harder  than  those  in  college 
days.  The  helpfulness  and  friend- 
tineas  known  on  the  college  cam¬ 
pus  is  not  on  hand.  The  excuses 
offered  in  class  are  not  even  heard 
ia  everyday  living. 

Graduates  are  going  to  be  out  in 
the  world  the  same  kind  of  folks 


they  are  products  of  prayer. 

2.  Their  teachers  are  Christians. 
They  are  teachers  plus.  They  teach 
the  sciences  with  the  addition  of 
the  Christian  touch.  Mathematics 
ia  taught  just  as  in  any  other  col¬ 
lege  but  by  and  for  Christians.  No 
taint  nor  touch  of  atheism  or 
modernism  is  permitted. 

5.  The  Bible  is  included  as  s 
text-book.  It  is  not  only  in  the  cir- 
riclum  but  in  the  hearts  of  the 
faculty. 

4.  Their  aim  is  to  produce  ef¬ 
ficient  Christian  citizens. 

5.  There  is  a  Christian  atmos¬ 
phere  not  found  elsewhere. 

6*  College  organizations  are 
there  for  enlisting  students  in 
Christian  activities. 

We  have  no  quarrel  with  other 
schools  for  not  teaching  Christian¬ 
ity.  Their  very  nature  prevents  It. 
Thev  have  no  religious  functions 
at  ail.  If  they  taught  Christianity 
from  the  Catholic  viewpoint,  Pro¬ 
testants  woul  protest.  If  the  Bap¬ 
tist  view  were  emphasized  other 
denominations  would  howl  to  high 
heaven.  And  they  would  be  justi¬ 
fied. 

Certainly  we  do  not  say  that 
those  who  are  educated  in  other 
schools  cannot  render  large  Christ¬ 
ian  service.

We  must  have  the 
Christian  leadership  if  we  are  to 
move  forward  as  Christ  would 
have  us. 

When  the  opportunity  comes  to 
yon  to  make  an  offering  for 
Christian  education,  avail  yourself 
of  it.  Christian  education  pays  big 
dividends.  Only  Christian  people 
will  support  it  financially.  Whether 
yon  have  children  who  will  attend 
oar  school*  or  not,  the  welfare  of 
our  state  and  nation  depends  upon

I.  Recreating  an  Atmonphere 

Back  with  Paul,  but  this  time 
at  Ephesus,  where  he  spent  a  peri¬ 
od  which  he  afterwards  said  was 
three  years,  the  longest  he  ever 
spent  anywhere.  This  was  t  h  e 
period  during  which  Luke  says: 
(Acts  IB. 10)  -All  they  who  dwelt 
in  Asia  beard  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  both  Jews  and  Greeks.”  It 
was  probably  during  the  year  SB 
A.  D.,  near  the  close  of  his  long 
residence  in  Ephesus  that  Paul 
received  news  of  a  distressing  na¬ 
ture  relative  to  the  state  of  things 
in  the  church  of  the  Corinthians. 
We  havi  already  seen  that  when 
Paul  undertook  the  conquest  of 
Corinth  for  his  Lord,  he  essayed 
a  task  as  difficult  aa  any  to  which 
mortal  mitn  has  ever  set  hit  hand. 

Corinth  was  noted  throughout 
the  Reman  Empire  ter  its  gram 
immorality.  It  is  hard  ter  us  to 
realise  today  |ust  hew  bed  things 
really  were  in  Corinth.  Immorali¬ 
ty  in  every  term  was  so  wide¬ 
spread  as  to  he  practically  uni- 
vensal,  and  even  Ihe  learned  phi 
losophen  et  that  day  tried  to  (us- 
tity  lew  moral  standards  and  of¬ 
ten  them  selves  practiced  many  of 
the  prevailing  vices. 

Only  the  Jews,  living  withdrawn 
in  ghettos,,  districts  assigned  to 
them  and  within  which  they  were 
forced  to  live,  all  over  the  Roman 
Empire,  plus  a  few  high-minded 
teachers,  and  groups  known  as 
G  o  d  fearing  Gentiles  abstained 
from  the  practice  of  vice  and  con-, 
demned  it  as  a  sin  against  God. 
As  I  have  so  often  written  in  these 
notes  before,  the  practice  of  reli¬ 
gion  itself  had  descended  to  depths 
■o  low  that  the  priestesses  of  the 
temples  of  Aphrodite,  or  Artemis 
pr.  as  she  is  known  to  readers  of 
our  authorized  English  Bible,  Di¬ 
ana,  were  sanctified  (?)  prosti¬ 
tutes  the  fees  for  the  use  of  whose 
bodies  went  into  the  sacred  (?) 
treasury  of  the  temples.  This  prac¬ 
tice  was  rife  in  Corinth,  along 
with  every  other  form  of  im¬ 
morality  of  which  you  can  readi¬ 
ly  think. 

Think,  therefore,  of  the  courage 
of  a  man  who  entering  a  great 
city  so  sunken  in  sin  aa  .Corinth 
undertakes  to  plant  within  it  the 
seed  of  a  new  life  so  different 
from  that  which  prevailed  there  aa 
to  be  opposed,  uncompromisedly 
opposed  to  R,  a  life  the  primary 
principles  of  which  bade  those 
who  received  within  their  hearts 
the  seed  of  it.  come  at  once  to 
death  grips  with  sin  R  in  truae- 
leaa,  eeaseleas  combat  to  the 
death.

S.  Endowment  is  essential  to  the 
Security  of  the  life  of  a  col'ege.  It 
removes  the  question  mark  aa  to 
Whether  the  school  will  live. 

S.  Endowment  provides  a  strong 
appeal  for  the  gift  of  buildings. 
The  people  who  have  mopey  to 
build  buildings  on  our  college  cam 
puses  ask,  "Is  there  any  question 
shout  the  permanent  security  of 
that  Institution?" 

4.  Mississippi  Baptists  own  and 
control  our  colleges  and,  therefors 
have  no  need  to  fear  losing  con¬ 
trol  of  them  should  they  become 
well  endowed. 

I.  The  endowment  funds  of  all 
eur  colleges  are  pitifully  inade¬ 
quate.

Mercer  has  $3,000,000;  Furman 
has  $4,256,000;  Wake  Forest  has 
$4,400,000;  and  each  of  these 
schools  has  an  enrollment  close  to 
the  enrollment  of  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege.  Baylor  has  $5,000,000  with  a 
much  larger  enrollment.  Howard 
I'ayne  has  $1,500,000  with  an  en¬ 
rollment  of  625;  Mary  Hardin  Bay¬ 
lor  has  $1,450,000  with  only  339  to¬ 
tal  enrollment. 

S  We  are  well  able  to  endow 
our  colleges.  If  we  had  begun  in 
1940  giving  $100  per  year  per 
member  to  the  endowment  funds 
of  our  schools  we  would  have  to¬ 
day  over  $4,000,000  In  addition  to 
the  $2,000,000  we  now  have.  At  the 
rate  of  4  48  per  cent  yield,  which 
the  Foundation  got  last  year  on 
Invested  funds,  our  colleges  would 
have  received  $179,800  00  in  addi¬ 
tional  endowment  income.  Just 
think  what  that  would  mean  to  our 
colleges  today. 

T.  We  should  endow  our  schools 
because  they  are  our  hope  for 
training  Christian  leadership  at 
home  and  around  the  world  Our 
colleges  in  Mississippi  are  a  large 
portion  of  the  explanation  of  our 
Baptist  progress. 

8  We  should  endow  our  colleges 
because  they  are  absolutely  essen¬ 
tial  to  our  program  of  world  mis¬ 


sions  and  evangelism.  Adoniram 
Judson  said  that  if  he  had  a  mil¬ 
lion  dollars  he  would  give  a  large 
portion  of  it  to  a  Christian  col¬ 
lege  because,  said  he,  "You  can¬ 
not  do  mission  work  without  train¬ 
ed  workers." 

9.  We  should  endow  our  c  o  I- 
leges  because  they  cannot  give  the 
service  we  need  and  expect  in  the 
fsce  of  hard  competition  without 


own  interrogation.  Among  other 
observations  he  said;  “Her  price 
is  far  above  rubies.  The  heart  of 
her  husband  trusteth  in  her.  She 
doeth  him  good  and  not  evil,  afl 
the  days  of  her  life.  Her  lamp 
goeth  not  out  by  night.  She 
stretcheth  forth  her  hand  to  the 
poor;  yea,  she  reacheth  forth  her 
hands  to  the  needy.  She  openeth 
her  mouth  with  wisdom  and  the 
law  of  kindness  is  on  her  tongue. 
Her  children  rise  up  and  call  her 
blessed;  her  husband  also,  and  he 
praiaeth  her  saying:  Many  daugh¬ 
ters  have  done  worthily,  but  thou 
excelleth  them  all.  Grace  is  de¬ 
ceitful,  and  beauty  is  vain,  but  a 
woman  that  feareth  Jehovah,  she 
shall  be  praised." 

Surely,  this  is  a  description  of 
Mrs.  Flgg,  deceased,  Courtland, 
Mississippi. 

Mrs.  Figg  was  born  in  Court- 
land  eighty-two  years  ago.  At  an 
Courtland  Bartist  Church  after 
expressing  her  unbounding  love 
for  her  Redeemer.  Because  of  her 
sterling  character  and  her  untiring 
devotion  to  her  God,  her  church, 
her  family  and  her  compassion  for 
lost  souls  everywhere,  no  one 
ever  questioned  her  sincerity.
